ARE MAKING A MISTAKE. 
As a democratic newspaper, thor­ 
oughly believing in the principles of 
that party and glad to support them at 
all times and more especially glad to 
do so when, for the time being, those 
principles are misunderstood and not 
in the ascendency in the conduct of 
public affairs, the Democrat is oppos­ 
ed to the plan of the state committee 
to ask a referendum on the consolida­ 
tion bills adopted by the recent gen­ 
eral assembly. 
A referendum on the bill affecting 
the circuit judges of the state may 
properly be asked 
for, 
inasmuch as 
that bill while redistricting the state 
and reducing the number of circuits, 
also legislates out of office judges cf 
ability and long service against whom 
no charges can be made and who were 
legally elected to the positions for a 
definite term of years by the people of 
the circuits iii which they reside. 
It is not fair or honest or— as we 
believe— lawful to take such action. 
And therefore the judges and their 
friends are perfectly justified in ask­ 
ing that the matter be submitted to 
the people for ultimate decision. 
No 
one that wishes for justice can object 
to this. 
But there are no such reasons for 
like action toward the other laws dis­ 
cussed. 
They are constitutional and 
do not interfere with the legal rights 
and of those affected by their provis­ 
ions. 
True, 
they 
legislate a great 
many democrats out of office, but to 
none of these offices were the present 
incumbents 
elected 
by the people. 
They are held by appointment and 
as a consequence none of the holders 
have proprietory rights iii them, sucn 
as exists when elected by the people 
for a definite term of years. 
It is denied by those proposing the 
referendum that it is for the purpose 
of retaining the present holders of 
those places in office that the proposi­ 
tion has been 
undertaken, 
and yet

people. 
True they 
are 
republican, 
but that does not alter the fact that 
they were legally elected and had the 
power and right to enact the legisla­ 
tion and approve it. 
lf it shall by 
test prove to be good, so much to their 
credit, if had the people will know it 
and the rebuke will come at the next 
general legislation. 
From a purely partisan standpoint 
then the demand for a referendum 
seems to he very bad politics. 
If, as 
its proponents declare, 
the changes 
made in 
the 
reorganization of the 
state departments are illegal, ineffic­ 
ient, expensive and imperalistic, the 
voters of Missouri will very soon find 
it out and it would mean a return to 
control of the democratic party by an 
overwhelming majority. 
But, on the 
other hand, suppose the laws are held 
up by the referendum and later de­ 
feated by it, the republicans could, 
with much logic, go before the people 
with the claim that they had enacted 
greatly beneficial 
legislation 
which

Philadelphia, Pa., April 30.—Ten 
hours after his marriage, Thomas 
Hall, a marine, who served in I he 
famous fifth regiment and

was gassed in France, died yester­ 
day in Mount Sinai hospital, des­ 
pite three blood transfusion opera­ 
tions. 
The last operation was yes­ 
terday afternoon when Francis M. 
Weld of Boston, a Harvard gradu­ 
ate, a former officer of the patient, 
sacrificed a quart of blood. 
Hall grew* weaker and his fian­ 
cee, Miss Clara Belle Wallace 
of 
Millville, N. J., was at the hospital. 
The marine requested 
that 
he be 
married and she assented. 
A mar­ 
riage license was procured and 
a 
clergyman called. 
In The presence 
of the two families. The two 
were 
married, Hall propped up on 
his 
cot, clasping the hand of his sweet­ 
heart, who stood by his cot. 
She went to her 
home 
and re­ 
turned to the hospital yesterday to 
see him. 
She collapsed when she 
learned he was dead. 
Hall suffered from anaemia as a 
result of being gassed. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the hospital on April 19. 
He was a member of Rea th Post 
American Legion, whose members 
volunteered by the dozen to supply 
blood. 
On April 21 Errol I White, a 
lawyer, wTho served with Hall over­ 
seas, gave a quart of blood t o Hall. 
Three days later Max Bruner, a 
marine at the Philadelphia 
navy 
yard, sacrificed another quart 
of 
blood. 
A third call was made for blood 
volunteers. 
Weld w*as selected. He 
bared his arm, laid beside the pa­ 
tient and for half an hour 
blood 
flow*ed from his veins into those of 
the former marine.
